DISCUSS SCHOOL SYSTEM 


City's District School* Come In for 


Panning and Defense—Zone 


System to Protect Real. 


dance Districts la 


Urged. 


Not only did the Chamber uf Com- 


merce and the city fathers rub elbows 
at the Joint meeting Monday evening, 
but they unanimously decided to put 
their shoulders together and work for 
the good of Appieton on a scale never 
attempted before. The city's big prob- 
lems were evolved from the discussion 
and some suggestions made for their 
solution. Ono important matter, the 
school question, was definitely acted 
upon. A bit of feeling was injected 
Into the meeting at two points, but 
the general trend was an enthusiastic 
desire of both organizations to gel 
Into the double harness and start an 
extensive civic program. 


The board of directors of the cham- 


ber. Mayor J. A. Hawes, the aldermen 
and several heads of city departments 
gathered at a 6:30 o'clock dinner in 
the French room of 
the 
Sherman 


house. 
There were about 30 men 


present. \V. C. Wing, president of the 
Chamber of Commerce, presided. 
Wants Zoning System. 


Food for discussion was furnished 


by Secretary Corbett, who gave a sum- 
mary of the answers to the question- 
naire mailed by the chamber to its 
members. Daniel P. Steinberg was 
the first man to take the floor. He 
told briefly of the city's need for a 
zoning system, or a city planning ar- 
rangement which would 
include a 


zoning system. He declared that peo- 
ple should be prevented from going 
into attractive residence sections to 
build factories, stores, garages or oth- 
er business places. These lowered the 
value of property and interfered with 
the attractiveness of the community, 
he stated. Others also expressed them- 
selves in favor of the zoning system. 


Mayor Hawes contributed to the 


discussion several times. He urged the 
association members to study the city 
ordinances. Many of 
the 
modern 


things are not in the ordinances and 
familiarity with them would help the 
chamber see how far the city could 
work with it. He believed that this 
was a good time to exploit the zoning 
system. He also asked that the cham- 
ber study the present method of as- 
sessing the property to determine 
•whether it is done fairly, honestly and 
evenly. He also asked for close study 
of the school question, as he believed 
that the chamber could bring about 
changes. 


Attendance at council meetings was 


also urged by t,he Mayor. He said he 
would be glad to have the members of 
the chamber call at his otHce for con- 
ferences and suggested that they also 
talk over public matters with the al- 
dermen. He believed that the proper 
way to get action from the council 
was to take matters up with the ap- 
propriate committees of the council. 
Here the matter would be threshed 
out and a recommendation made to 
the council. 


One Assessor Enough. 


Theodore Berg, city attorney, urged 


action to adopt the one assessor plan 
for Appieton. A capable man should 
be engaged and' employed all through 
the season, he said. He also asked the 
guests to consider abolishing Apple- 
ton's special charter and adopting the 
general charter of Wisconsin. 


Mr. Steinberg took the floor again 


and suggested that the manner of as- 
sessing should be similar to that of 
the police or other city department 
seeking specific information. He said 
the tax roll showed only 200 auto- 
mobiles owned in Appieton, and he 
believed there were at least 1,000. 
He asserted that the assessors did as 
little as possible 
because 
of the 


meager salary paid them. 
Alderman 


Joseph Meyer resented the remarks 
of Mr. Steinberg and explained that 
no way had 
been 
devised to get 


around the state law providing for 
three assessors. 


Probe School System. 


The school question gained more 


attention than other problems. Mayor 
Hawes briefly explained the district 
system now in use. 
He stated that 


some things arc out of harmony with 
the changing existence and a great 
many people felt that the school sys- 
tem was one of them. He believed 
that the Chamber of Commerce ought 
to study it thoroughly. If a change 
to the union system was proper, ac- 
tion ought to be taken now. 


John Conway arose later and said 


the two 
organizations 
represented 


ought to determine one question on 
which they should concentrate. He 
mentioned the school question as the 
logical one. 
Figures had been pre- 


sented, he said, showing that educa- 
tion in Appieton per pupil costs $9 
more than any other city. Appieton 
pays $60 a pupil, and Beloit. which 
has grown faster than this city, pays 
only $29. He suggested that exports 
from the state board of education be 
called in to find out why the expense 
was so high, and whether our district 
system was the proper one. 


Bnchanaa Hits Bark. 


Mr. Conway spoke in favor of the 


union system. He said each district 
determined on a budget and then no- 
tified the city official*, who had to put 
the amount on the tax roll. He be- 
lieved no one ward should be allowed

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BECOMING INTOLERABLE 


We are approaching another fall and 


winter without an adequate supply of 
fuel. 
According to all indications and 


predictions the country is going to be 
worse off for fuel the coming year than 
it was last year or the winter previous. 
Instead of conditions improving the ten- 
dency seems to be in the other direction. 
Docks on the lake ports have less coal to 
dale than they have customarily had at 
this time, and'therc is a general shortage 
all over the country. In Milwaukee the 
situation is so acute that the Chamber of 
Commerce has taken it up in an effort to 
save that city from an impending fuel 
famine. It appears to be impossible for 
dealers to accumulate a surplus at ship- 
ping points. 


If the state of affairs today is any cri- 


terion we arc in for one of me greatest 
coal shortages we have ever suffered, and 
there have been many. Prices, too, are 
away up and going higher. Since the 
government took its hand off price con- 
trol there has been a steady increase, 
and there is no telling what the consum- 
er may have to pay by September. Un- 
less the government again interferes it 
may become a bidders' market and pric- 
es may soar to levels heretofore un- 
known. The wise consumer is the one 
who lays in his winter's supply of coal 
now, whether for commercial, industrial 
or domestic uses, provided he can get it. 


\Ye suppose the chief blame for a fuel 


famine will be laid upon transportation. 
That is the most impersonal point of at- 
tack, and avoids the embarrassment of 
fixing direct responsibility. There is no 
doubt but what the deplorable condition 
of the railroads is largely the cause of 
the meager coal distribution, but there 
must be other causes. In times past 
when there was a scarcity of coal the 
miners have charged it to the operators, 
the operators have put it up to the min- 
ers and both have tried to pass it on to 
the common carriers. It would require a 
congressional or commission investiga- 
tion of many months to determine just 
what is the matter, and by that time the 
damage would all be done and we would 
probably know little if any more about 
the matter than we do now. To what ex- 
tent the lack of coal is due to unavoid- 
ably impaired production, to what ex- 
tent to artificial influences and to what 
extent to a paralysis of distribution are 
questions no one can answer, except 
those concerned in some phase of re- 
sponsibility and they exonerate them- 
selves and blame the other fellow. 


The public continues to be the goat. 


AH it knows is that there is an abundance 
of coal in the ground-—enough to last for 
hundreds, probably thousands of years. 
It knows this coal can be mined and 
in sufficient quantity to supply the coun- 
try's needs. It has a suspicion that it is 
either not mined eflicienlly or inten- 
tionally. It does not know which, but it 
is sure that it is possible to get enough 
coal out of the ground to prevent annual 
fuel famines, suffering and distress. It 
also has a feeling that if the coal was 
above ground a way would be found to 
get it distributed, provided the govern- 
ment made it its business to see that it 
was distributed as it ought to. 


Winter after winter this coal shortage 


continues. The people are getting sick 
of it. Coal is an essential commodity. It 
is a necessity of living, and a necessity 
of business, commerce and industry. If 
private operation of the coal industry 
cannot keep the people supplied with 
coal, it is time to consider government 
operation of thejnines. and that is what 
we are coming to just as sure as any- 
thing under the sun unless the people get 
relief from a situation that is rapidly be- 
coming intolerable. If the government 
cannot put an end to the ceaseless strife 
between the operators and the miners 
which reduces production it probably 
could not operate the mines to much bet- 
tor advantage itself, hut any experiment 
is preferable to established failure. 


'SPAPERI 


AFTER THE IRISH VOTE 


American partisans of Irish freedom 


are apt to get the impression that a suc- 
cessful rebellion is in progress in Ire- 
land. While the Sinn Feiners appear to*, 
be in control in certain sections, and 
while formidable resistance to British 
rule was put up at Londonderry, the 
revolution has not made material head- 
way and the situation remains about the 
same as during recent months. Serious 
as conditions are the prospect for com- 
plete Irish independence does not seem 
encouraging. 
David Lloyd George has 


likened the revolution to the rebellion of 
the southern states against the union in 
1861. in that British determination to 
keep Ireland within the empire is as 
strong as w;»s that of the t'nited States 
to prevent secession of the south. If the 
prime minister is correct there is a pro- 
tracted and bitter war ahead, or else a 
compromise which will give Ireland 
complete home rule. 


American sentiment is overwhelming- 


ly with Ireland. It is much more gen- 
eral and much deeper than was our sym- 
pathy for South Africa in its efforts to 
throw off British sovereignty. Yet out of 
that conflict was evolved a plan of gov- 
ernment which has given satisfaction 
and which probably has been of greater 
value to its people than full separation 
would have proven. There are many 
who believe that this is true of Ireland, 
that it has a better future before it as a 
part of the British empire than outside 
it. It may be argued of course that the 
Irish arc better qualified to say what is 
desirable and best for them in the shape 
of government than any one else. That 
is the way it appeared to the British dur- 
ing the Civil war in this country, that 
nation siding with the South and sup- 
porting its claims to independence. In 
that case, however, the sovereign nation 
was the better judge, and it was not long 
before the south itself came to recognize 
tne fact. 


The parallel does not hold good, how- 


ever, all the way through, because the 
Irish grievance is entirely different from 
that of the south and goes to fundamen- 
tal political principles. 
It does apply, 


nevertheless, to this extent, that only the 
future can decide whether the welfare 
of Ireland is to be subserved by complete 
or partial independence. It will have to 
be admitted that theoretically at least 
there is much to be said on the side of a 
preservation of the union of England; 
Scotland and Ireland, assuming it took 
on more of the republican qualities of 
this nation. 
,- In the meantime there is a persistent 
attempt to inject the Irish issue into the 
politics of the United States. The Re- 
publican national convention was pressed 
for a declaration favoring Irish indepen- 
dence, but although a Republican senate 
had adopted such a resolution the man- 
agers at Chicago were wise enough to 
see that it had no place in the platform. 
Similar pressure is being brought to bear 
upon the San Francisco convention, and 
while the cause of Ireland, just as it may 
be, has no business in the politics of the 
United States or in its elections, it is pos- 
sible the Democrats may weaken and 
adopt such a plank in the hope that they 
will gather to their support the great 
masses of Irish sympathizers. It is to be 
hoped they will not make this mistake. 


The Irish problem will be worked out 


more successfully to all concerned with- 
out interference by the United States. It 
is not for us to say as a government or 
nation what should be done. We may 
do so as individuals, and we may with 
propriety pass judgment of approval or 
disapproval upon results, but as for in- 
tervention we have no right to enter 
upon such a course, and the first step 
toward such a policy would be to drag 
the Irish question into a presidential 
campaign. Only scheming politicians 
are back of this move. They want the 
Irish vote, and they are willing to em- 
ploy any means to get it.

The islands are immune from 
late frosts in the spring, and from 
early frosts in the fall, and the cool 
climate produces fine apples, cherries, 
plums and berries. Coming into the 
market after the southern crop is ex- 
hausted, the strawberries have a large 
demand, with little competition. 


Although the crop is fine and heavy, 


a number of fruit growers are going 
into apples and other fruit rather 
than strawberries, finding that June 
rains often damage the berries.

CHAOTIC CONDITIONS IN EUROPE 


INTERFERE WITH IMMIGRA- 


TION ACROSS THE 


ATLANTIC. 


Ashland. Wis.—Forty Ashland Po- 


landers have sent prepaid tickets to 
their families in Poland, 
to 
bring 


them to Ashland. Fifty others, own- 
ing lands in Poland, or having fam- 
ilies there, have left this summer, ex- 
pecting to return with them. Chaotic 
conditions in Europe, in connection 
with the existing war between the Re- 
public of Poland and Germany, are 
seriously interferring with this move- 
ment, money sent as long ago as last 
August to wives of Ashland Poland- 
ers, not having been received yet, ac- 
cording to letters from their wives. 
The difficulty of disposing of real es- 
tate, the stringent passport regula- 
tions, and possibly the disposition ol 
the Polish government to restrict em- 
igration, may account for these de- 
lays. 


During the war, there were about 


60 enlistments in the 
Polish army, 


from this city, in addition to those 
who went to the front under the 
American 
colors. 
Most 
of 
these 


have now returned and some imme- 
diately re-enlisted in the American 
army. 


Joseph Djikowski, who was brought 


up in Ashland, was one of those who 
re-enlisted, and he is now stationed 
at Fort Bliss, 
Texas. 
Djikowski's 


stories of the Polish-Bolshevik war, 
are not such as to start a tide of emi- 
gration back to Poland. 


He states that the Polish officers 


when captured by the Bolsheviks, ex- 
pert immediate execution, while the 
privates fare little better. 


He states that Poland and central 


Europe as he saw it, is one vast bat- 
tlefield, where might, and a good gun, 
are the only sure passports. 


Before the war, Ashland Poles sent 


about $35,000 back to the old country 
every month. 
At present, the only 


money being sent back is enough to 
get the families of the senders out of 
Poland, and into America.
